crashed on my bike.I rushed 
indoors and washed my hands 
I left the powder on a abet 
to dry.

My friend Andrew LcFarlem 
said to me," One policeman 
won't do any harm."

1 
looked oft of the bathroom 
window.

At 11pm a policeman 
finally came.

He took a sample of 
the powder from my fri¬ 
end David Ockley .The 
stuff he took had been 
mixed with matches, to 
see if it Was inflamm¬ 
able .T/hen the police¬ 
man took the sample to 
t he la bora t ory,he cla¬ 
imed it was a.phosph¬ 
orus powder. This cou¬ 
ld have-been caused by 
the matches? The' pol¬ 
iceman also said it 
gave off radiation* 

1.70 days later my 
•‘friend Steven Lincoln 
said,At had been in 
the locil newspaper. 

The \7est Sussex Gaz¬ 
ette, he thought, it 
was.I-t wa3 in the pap¬ 
ers because apparently 
a UFO' had landed in 
► Clapham *7ocds,Sussex* 

The same thing that I• 
saw had been spotted 
in Clapham woods and 
* two dogs had gone 
missing as well.

These elements are normal in ground, especially in area 
of agriculture land, but some of the elements are also used 
into the manufacturing of black powder (explosives) *We 
have tried to fire the materials, but it was inflammable 
at normal explosion temperature (app*looo° Centigrade)* 

The sjpall iron fragments are normal iron, to bo found 
everywhere. It was not magnetic, but reacted positive‘to 
magnetic source. 

Phototest:made on silver-ybarytyand X-Ray film was neg¬ 
ative and did not indicate any radiation* 

We fcave not been able to makp any spectral analysis,as 
thessanple was too small (weight netto only 2*287 grams)

"That was the ATV cameraman speaking, and another memb¬ 
er., of the team. 5 * (V?e must point out here that we don't 
know from the voices who was who, except that Trevor 
Whittaker of ’BUFORA was present and a lap IIUFOII member 
Jenny Randles who did'most of the summing up) They said 
they had done a three year investigation into this UFO 
incident. One of the group was asked what did they thirk 
was particularly significant about it?: 

’’The members and the reliability of the witnesseswas 
the reply," about 4o in all, aid certain independent 
groupsand fortunately an experienced camera crew, and 
.a cameraman ivho is used to filming the /led Arrows" (a 
formation of British Jets in flight) ."Also the inter¬ 
esting colour changes.

JENNY RANDIE S now speaks * "Roger and Trever are both 
members of the British UFO Research Association, the 
country’s leading investigation group. BUFQRA co-op¬ 
erates closely with the NORTHERN UFO NETWORK with a 
co-orinated system of investigation throughout the cou¬ 
ntry .NUFON is an unofficial organisation working on a 
regional basis to ensure group’s progpesesgj information 
ad ideas. A UFO group need to function on a local 
level, in order to be familiar with factors within their 
environment, relevant with investigation." Jenny shows 
a map. which co-ordinates a dozen or so groups, which 
are scattered over a wide area of Northern Britain. 
Their,local magazine NUFON NEWS was shown, and may be 
available to areas outside their network. It covers 
the most scientific aspects to investigation of the, 

UFO as is possible within their scope of endevours. 

She continues UFO reports have been made since the 
dawn of history, but there has been a great increase 
since 1947.This is largly due to man-made objects now 
in .our skies. The large amounts of reports are ident¬ 
ifiable in known terms,the remainer are not, and have 
defied all scientific explanation." Jenny said that 
the work of a UFO group is to isolate the percentage 
of identifiable phenonema aid to investigate the re¬ 
mainder. 

"The Ministry of Defense figures between 1967 ad 1972 
out of the 1,331 reports they received, 10*6 remained 
unidentified. In this country there is no official 
research and this is nne of the paramount reasons, of 
course for the existence for groups such as the NORTHE¬ 
RN UFO NETWORK." NUFON went on to say that the scient¬ 
ific ^community and the public at* large, have come to 
realise that the phenomena, of the U.F.O Is becoming 
scientifically respectable * Continuing further NUFON 
stressed that “In any scientific research the co-ord- 
inatihn and co-operation of all participating bodies 
la essential, and even more so in the UFO research." 

The increased data due to this means that information 
is now only a few days old. 
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This co-operation mears rapid follow-ups* 

Jenny Randles: " When a member of the public sees some¬ 
thing in the sky they can't explaiin, they are often re¬ 
luctant. to tell anyone about it. NTJFON will deal with 
this, in confidence, conoientioualy, and rapidly. " 
TREVOR WHITTAKER : The backbone of current research wo¬ 
rk" into UFOs is the sighting investigation .And invest¬ 
igations cannot be-carried out unless the groups first 
receive sighting reports. In many cases, these reports 
are covered by our compaction with the media, and occr . 
asionally they come direct from the witnesses. These 
latter*, are in the main are more valuable because they 
come with the -minimum of delay. A delay of 24 hours in 
the - hearing of a sighting, can result in key informat¬ 
ion being lost. When we first get to hear of a sighti¬ 
ng , our first piority is to talk to the witnesses,and 
as soon as it is practical, a report is obtained. 

The most important part of an investigation is to visit 
the site- from where the UFO is seen, in order to study 
the” environmental derailsrf*Once all this information 
has been obtained* the spade work be gins .We have to sear¬ 
ch every avenue, to see if there is a logical, normal 
explanation for the sighting. Astronomical and metepr- 
logical information has to be obtained and air traffic 
control has to be contacted. If there is a photograph 
the negative must he examined aid a comparison photo¬ 
graph taken .Official bodies such as the police aid RAF 
are sometimes involved, and contacts have to he made 
with them. This follow-up work may, in some of the more 
important cases , such as the film,wi1h which we started 
the pro gramme., involve a number of investigators aid may 
extend over a period of several months or evan years •" 
JENNY RANDIES These reports are being analysed by re - 
search workers throughout the world, attempting to fid * 
an answer 'to the question what are UFOs.“Mark Stevens 
•is now introduced to the viewers. He is studying this 
UFO subject as part of his Duke of Edinburg Award Sc¬ 
heme had this to sayj 

MARK SlSVEifi :the French ministry of defense accept the 
Existence of UFOs.” Mark elaborates on the scientific 
studies, that have been going on there, which prove with¬ 
out doubt that UFOs are not psychological. On the whole 
NUFON’s TV presentation was about the best one I have 
seeh, the most factual and important for this country.
